To finde the golden number every yeare, you muſt adde one yeare to the yeart of Chriſt (for 
Chriſt was born one yeare of the nineteen already paſt) then dvide the whole by nineteen, and 
that which reſteth is the golden number for that yeare: if there be no ſurpluſage, it x 1heu nine- 
teen. Or divide the yeares ſince 1614. by nineteen, the remain ts the golden number.
